RIU officially notifies Aruba government 
they will purchase Westln Resort 


ORAN JES TAD - Recently, 
RIU management officially 
announced to tlie Aruba gov¬ 
ernment they have readied an 
agreement with Wells FargD 
to purchase the Westm Resort 
&. Casino Aruba. 

In 2DDd, Belfonti Capital 
Partners obtained ths prop¬ 
erty: it transferred from the 


Wyndham to Westm flag at 
the end of the year in 2003, 
Belfonti Capital Partners 
transferred the shares to the 
banks, which became the 
owners of the property. Fol¬ 
lowing that, Wachovia Bank 
took over the shares. When 
Weils Fargo bought Wa¬ 
chovia Bank, they became 


the owners of Westm. 

Wells Fargo put the hotel 
on the market and in 2013 T 
FJU won a bidding contest to 
purchase the property. In July 
2013, the two parties signed 
a Letter of Intent, with the 
stipulation that FJU had 3 
months time for due dili¬ 
gence to meet the terms of the 
agreement. F.UI didn’t agree 
with the conditions stipu¬ 
lated, and presented counter- 
conditions, which Wells 
Fargo accepted. 

The Aruba government, in 
turn, informed FJU of the re¬ 
cent changes in the labor 
laws, effective this year,, 
which stipulates that RIU 
must take over the employees 
of the Westm, including their 
accrued benefits. FJU also 
came to an agreement with 
Starwood, the company that 
at present manages the hotel. 

FJU also informed the 
Munster of Tourism that once 
the process to buy the Westm 
(about 2 months) is finalized, 
they will start with renovat¬ 
ing and upgrading the facil¬ 
ity. The cost of the 
renovations are expected to 
be between 30 to 40 million 
U.S dollars

Three dead as super 
typhoon whips 
Philippines 


MANILA (AFP) - One of til- 
most intense typhoons on 
record whipped the Philip¬ 
pines Friday, killing at least 
three people and terrifying 
millions as monster winds 
tore apart homes. 

Super Typhoon Haiyan 
smashed into coastal commu¬ 
nities on the central island of 
Samar, about (500 kilometres 
(37D miles) southeast of 
Manila, before dawn on Fri¬ 
day with maximum sustained 
winds of about 315 kilome¬ 
tres (195 miles) an hour. 

"It was frightening. Hie 
wind was so strong, it was so 
loud, like a screaming 
woman. 1 could see trees 
being toppled down," said Li- 
way way Sabuco, a sales¬ 
woman from CatbalDgan, a 
major city an Samar 

The government said three 
people had been confirmed 
killed and another man was 
missing after he fell off a 
gangplank in the central part 
of Cebu. 

But the death toll was ex¬ 
pected to rise, with authori¬ 
ties unable to immediately 
contact, the worst affected 
areas and Haiyan only ex¬ 
pected to leave the Philip¬ 


pines in the evening 

An average of 30 major 
storms or typhoons, many of 
them deadly, batter the 
Philippines each year. 

The developing country is 
particularly vulnerable be¬ 
cause it is often the first 
major landmass for the 
storms after they build over 
the Pacific Ocean 

Hie Philippines suffered 
the world's strongest storm of 
2012, when Typhoon Bopha 
left about 2,0DO people dead 
or missing an the southern is¬ 
land of Mindanao 

But. Haiyan's wind 
strength made it one of the 
four most powerful typhoons 
ever recorded in the world, 
and the most intense to have 
made landfall, according to 
Jeff Masters, the director of 
meteorology at US-based 
Weather Underground 

Authorities expressed initial 
confidence that the death toll 
from Haiyan would not climb 
dramatically citing a massive 
effort, starting two days before 
the typhoon hit to evacuate 
those in vulnerable areas and 
make other preparations 
More than 71B.000 people 
had sought shelter in evacua¬ 
tion centres. 


American hotel giant Marriott 
to pull out of Athens 


ATHENS (AFP) - American 
hotel giant Marriott Interna¬ 
tional will pull out of Athens 
after a 30-year run, a local 
representative for the hotel 
sad on Friday. 

"We had a 30-year con¬ 
tract which runs out on De- 
cemb er 31 Aft er di scus si on s, 
bath sides agreed not to 
renew/ Andreas Meletiau 
told AFP 

"Hie hotel will continue to 
operate directly from its par¬ 
ent company, ASTY S.A," 
he added 

On its website, the Athens 
Ledia Marriott said: "Please 
be advised that as of Decem¬ 
ber, 31st.

Dino Bouterse, extradited 
from Panama to the US m 
August, already faces charges 
of platting to import 22 
pounds (10 kilograms) of co¬ 
caine into the United States 
and of holding an anti-tank 
weapon during the offense 

He was arrested after a 
meeting with undercover US 
agents posing as Hezbollah 
associates to discuss hosting 
30 tD tiO Hezbollah members 
in Suriname far training and 
operations 


According to the mdict- 
ment uns e al e d in a N ew York 
federal court, fiouterse was 
given millions of dollars to 
allow dozens of purported 
Hezbollah operatives to use 
Suriname as a base 

He allegedly started to de¬ 
termine which heavy 
weapons he might provide 
Hezbollah and how Hezbol¬ 
lah operatives, supplied with 
a Surinamese cover story, 
might enter the United States. 

Boutsrse indicated he was 
aware the purported Hezbol¬ 
lah operatives would operate 
against American targets and 
agreed to supply Surinamese 
passports to assist their travel 
into the US. 

In response to a request 
for surface-to-air missiles and 


ro ck et-p ro p elle d gr enade s, 
Boutsrse said he would need 
"two months" and that he 
would provide a list, of what 
he could supply. 

If convicted, he faces a

Ricardo Baptista, president 
of the Association Df Local 
Authorities of Mexico, told 
MVS Radio that Lopez was 
kidnapped at his home 
Wednesday night as he was 
parking his pickup truck. 

Michoacan authorities ini¬ 
tially said Lopez was killed in 
a traffic accident, but Baptista 
said prosecutors later told the 
mayor’s family he was "tor¬ 
tured and assassinated." 


Lopez had just, returned 
from Mexico City where he 
had attended a meeting of the 
mayors' association. Baptist 
said. 

Last month, the mayor 
staged an IS-day fast outside 
die Mexican Senate to demand 
help for his village of 13,000. 

He said at die time that 
members of the Knights Tem¬ 
plar drug cartel were demand¬ 
ing that Michoacan mayors

Baptista said Lopez had re¬ 
ceived renewed threats from 
criminals demanding pay¬ 
ments.

Almost 500 protected turtles 
found in Thai airport bags 


BANGKOK (AFP) - Thai 
customs have found over 
a thousand turtles and tor¬ 
toises in airport luggage 
in a week, including a haul 
of 470 creatures Friday as 
conservationists warn of 
"skyrocketing" smuggling 
for the pet trade. Officials 
at Suvarnabhumi Airport 
said a 25-year-old Pak¬ 
istani man had been ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of 
wildlife trafficking after 
four suitcases on a flight 
from Lahore were found to contain the protected black 
pond turtles. The discovery came after authorities 
found 423 protected tortoises and 52 black pond turtles 
stashed in unclaimed bags on a carousal on Wednes¬ 
day after arriving on a flight from Bangladesh. The rare 
black pond turtle originates in Bangladesh. India, Pak¬ 
istan and Nepal. International trade of the creatures is 
forbidden. Thailand, seen as a hub for traffickers of 
many endangered species, came under pressure over 
the rampant smuggling of ivory through Its territory 
during Convention on International Trade in Endangered 
Species (CITES) talks in Bangkok this year.

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Italy shipwreck migrants raped, 
tortured: police 



ROME (AFP) - Dozens of asy¬ 
lum-seekers on a boat that sank 
near the Italian coast last month 
with the loss of 366 lives were 
raped and tortured in Libya be¬ 
fore starting their journey, the 
police said on Friday 

A group of 130 migrants 
from Eritrea were held for ran¬ 
som m the desert, according to 
testimony from survivors that 
led to the arrest of a Somali 
man in Italy accused of being 
one of the traffickers. 

Hie Somali, Libyan militia¬ 
men and Sudanese traffickers 
all took pail in the alleged as¬ 
saults 111 a detention centre in 
Sabha -- an oasis in the desert 
m southwest Libya -- that pros¬ 
ecutor Maunzio S call a likened 
to "a concentration camp". 

"They forced us to watch our 
men being tortured with vari¬ 
ous methods including batons, 
electric shacks to the feet 
Who ever reb died was tied up," 
read the testimony of a 17- 
year-old Eritrean girl in the in¬ 
vestigation, La Repubblica 
daily reported 

The migrants were forced to 
pay up to $3,5QD (2,603 euros) 
for their freedom and their on¬ 
ward journey to the Libyan 
coast and a boat to Italy 

"Hie women who could not 
pay were assaulted," the girl 
was quoted as saying in her 
criminal charge. 


She also described m hor¬ 
rific detail her own sexual as¬ 
sault, saying that the Somali 
man -- named by police as 34- 
y ear-old El nil Mouhamud 
Muhidin -- was one of die 
three men who raped her 

"They threw me on the 
ground, held me down and 
poured fuel on my head. It 
burnt my hair, then my face, 
then my eyes Then the three 
of them rap ed me without pro¬ 
tection After a quarter of an 
hour I was beaten and taken 
bade to the house." 

S call a said simply "All die 
women in that centre were 
raped by Somalis and Libyans 
It was like a concentration 
camp " 

Migrants from Eritrea and 
Somalia frequently speak of 
abuses along their journeys to 


Europe, particularly in an in¬ 
creasingly lawless Libya fol¬ 
lowing the fall of dictator 
Moamer Kadhafi. 

Their allegations are rarely 
investigated, however, and mi¬ 
grant lights groups complain 
that more international action 
should be taken to ease their 
plight in the countries they 
transit through 

A Somali was arrested tins 
week on the remote Italian is¬ 
land of Lampedusa where the 
October 3 shipwreck happened 
and has now been flown to 
Sicily where he faces up to 3 0 
years in prison 

The man arrived on the is¬ 
land on October 25 and had 
been staying in the local mi¬ 
grant centre, pretending to be 
one of the refugees, investiga¬ 
tors said.

The Middle East Respira¬ 
tory Syndrome Corona vims 
(MERS-CoV) has sd far 
claimed (5$ lives worldwide, 
with the greatest number of 
deaths in Saudi Arabia, accord¬ 
ing to the World Health Organ¬ 
isation (WHO) 

The WHO said Monday 
there were a total of 150 labo¬ 
ratory-confirmed cases of the 
respiratory disease worldwide. 

The disease has so far been 
detectedm only four other Eu¬ 
ropean nations -- Britain, Ger¬ 
many, France and Italy -- 
always among people who had 
recently travelled to the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

It is unclear whether the 
woman had gone to the annual 
ha)j pilgrimage in Saudi Ara¬ 
bia, which gathered hundreds 
of thousands of faithful last 
month in an event that was 
nervously monitored for any 
MERS outbreak.

Despite growing dis¬ 
content, the govern¬ 
ment has largely pushed 
forward with measures to re¬ 
pair public finances as it seeks

"Far Out Far East Rick¬ 
shaw Rally: Racing to the 
Son" Advertisements included 
images of the hand-pulled cart 
as well as other Asian motifs 
including boxes of Chinese 
takeout food. 

Community advocates 
protested after the advertise¬ 
ment came out. in 2004, saying 
it cast Asian Americans in 
stereotypical, foreign imagery 
associated with poverty 

Life way Christian Re¬ 
sources -- which runs more 
than 160 Baptist stores across 


the United States, mostly in die 
South — apologized nearly a 
decade later and said that its 
staff wo ul d wo rk to sh o w mo re 
sensitivity in the future 
"i am sincerely sorry stereo¬ 
types were used in our materi¬ 
als, and I apologize for the 
pam that they caused,' Thom 
Rainer, the president and CEO 
of the retailer, told a multi eth¬ 
nic church conference m Cali¬ 
fornia on Wednesday. 

The retailer had earlier 
pulled the advertisement but 
defended it with a previous 
executive accusing critics Df 
makm g " infl ammatory" 

charges of racism 
The Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention is tlie largest religious 
denomination in the United 
States after the Roman 
Catholic Church and has his¬ 
torically been identified with 
conservative views.

The clash features two quar¬ 
terbacks drafted in 2011 -- that 
year's number one draft pick 
Cam Newton of Carolina and 
Kaepernick — as well as 
coaches Jim Harbaugh and 
Ron Rivera who once played 
together for the Chicago Bears 

It was Newton who made 
the bigger splash back in 2011, 
when he was selected with the 
first, overall pick in the NFL 
draft, and immediately installed 
as the Panthers 1 starting quar¬ 
terback. 


Kaepernick was taken 36 th 
that year, and didn’t get Ins 
starting slmt until last season. 
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when he filled m for injured 
Alex Smith, won the job and 
helped the 49ers reach the 
Super Bowl 

The two haven't kept in 
touch since they were room¬ 
mates at the NFL's draft com¬ 
bine m 2011, but Newton 
admitted he has followed 
Kaep emick's progress 

Both young quarterbacks 
boast strong arms and explo¬ 
sive speed and are prime ex¬ 
amples of the dual-threat 
quarterbacks trending in the 
league right now. 

Each is Ins team's second- 
leading rusher, Newton with 
55 carries for 251 yards and 
four touchdowns and Kaeper¬ 
nick with 49 carries for 294 
yards and three TDs

1 Ding-dong " Staffer insistent on November start for Qatar Worfd Cup 
ASU DHABI (AFP) - FIFA president Sepp Blatter confirmed on Friday that he would 
favour playing the controversial 2022 Qatar World Cup in November and December. 
Meanwhile, the head of wo rid football said he would also be prepared to listen to Qatar's 
response to accusations of abuse of workers. The prospect of moving the 2022 World 
Cup from Its traditional June and July slot to January-February has angered winter 
sports federations because of a possible clash with that year's Winter Olympics. Winter 
sports federations and broadcasters argue that a high-profile football event clashing 
with their own seasons would dent television audiences and revenues. But putting the 
staging of the World Cup back to the end of the year would appease them, while also 
meaning that the tournament would interfere with the 2022-23 football season rather
